nounced at 11:30 a. m. after 
a jury of eight women and 
four men 
had deliberated 
the 
charge s 
about 
seven 
hours. 
Cited For Contempt 
Im m ediately upon dism issal of 
the jury Judge H arold R M edina 
cited five of the defense law yers 
and chief defendant Eugene Den­ 
nis, who acted as his own attor­ 
ney for contem pt of court. 
Conviction 
on 
the 
conspiracy 
charge if upheld by the higher 
courts leaves each defendant liable 
to a m axim um prison sentence of 
10 years and S10.000 fine. 
Far-Reaching Effects Seen 
The conviction of the group may 
have far-reaching effects on the 
legal standing of the entire Com­ 
m unist party.

Defense attorneys and defend­ 
ants said during the trial that th eir 
conviction 
will 
drive the 
party 
underground. 
The outcom e cam e with dram atic 
suddenness a little m ore than two 
hours after the jury’ resum ed 
deliberations this m orning. 
The jurors received the case at 
3:54 p m . yesterday but tai.ed to 
reach a verdict by 10:20 p.m. and 
were taken to a hotel for the night. 
At 11:17 a m . w ith the court

Senator Brien McMahon’s recognition of the urgent 
need for an adequate civilian program of defense against 
atomic attack has inspired him to project a series of hear­ 
ings on the question in the Joint Atomic Lnergy ( ommit- 
tee of Congress. 
The senator's proposal is important. It is an aecep- 
taneo of the graver implications of the Atomic Age. Those 
implications demand even greater attention from those 
agencies, including Congress, charged with the military 
defense of America. 
Our defenses cannot be sufficient merely tot playing 
a waiting game at home. I hey call for the ci cation of 
strong forces, including those of our Western Luropean 
Allie*; of outposts far from onr shores, and of powerful 
attack elements, especially in the air. They require a wide 
radar network to warn of approaching enemies and the 
most advanced types of rockets, airplane* and other ad­ 
vanced weapons. 
The United States must go the limit it can afford to 
strengthen and improve the Armed Services in these and 
other vital respects. 
But when vast funds are provided it L the impera­ 
tive duty of the Armv. Navy and Air Force to see that 
of wisely. The avalanche of criticism of 
emanating from the Navy, which Secre- 
Johnsou— we think properly—feels is 
harmful to the Nation’s security, nevertheless raises ques­ 
tions as to the bomber’s effectiveness.
